a. Certification/Adequacy of Review . This item is in response 
to action directed at the last meeting. Per NSC staffer Paul Henze, 
eight folders will be available for distribution to principals at the 
meeting (these will be collected and retained by us aftermnds) . 

On the left side of the folder will be a copy of the signed statement 
of certification (the original of the memorandum will be in a folder 
marked for Brzezinski). On the right side will be examples of border- 
line cases, six: considered sensitive enough to mrrant SCC review and 
^ six; not considered sensitive enough. At the last meeting Iferren 
Christopher raised the question about this process and the Chairman 
suggested this simple method of making it clear. It should be fairly 
straightforward, and hopefully no one (e.g. Christopher) will want to 
challenge the DCI's judgement as to what was left off the list of 
items reviewed (Brzezinski should back you up fully on this).
